Arena debate. Team officials 
travel south as the mayor 
sets a deadline for Katz 
Group appearance

An Emerald City visit by Oilers brass 
isn’t snrprising to one Edmonton dty 
councillor, but a team statement on 
talks with other potential NHL cities 
has raised some questions. 

A Katz Group statement issued 
Monday says team owner Daiyl Katz, 
president Patrick Laforge, president 
of hockey operations Kevin Lowe and 
others travelled to Seattle “for meet¬ 
ings and to attend the (NFL) Seahawks 
game.” 

The statement, attributed to execu¬ 
tive vice-president Bob Black, said if a 
downtown arena deal is achieved, “the 
Oilers will remain in Edmonton.” 

But Black added the City of Edmon¬ 
ton is aware the group “has been lis¬ 
tening to proposals from a number of 
potential NHL markets for some time,” 
and that it’s “only prudent and should 
come as no surprise.” 

“I don’t know who at the city would

be aware of that, but I certainly wasn’t 
aware of it,” Coim. Tony Caterina said, 
adding he hopes the visit is simply hke 
when team ofiScials went to Quebec 
City and Hamilton. 

An arena agreement, reached last 
October, went sideways two weeks ago 
when councillors said the Katz Group 
asked for additional public money in 
the form of an annual subsidy, among 
other concessions. 

Caterina wants the group before 
council by Oct. 17, which Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel set as a deadline on 
Monday. “I would hope the Katz Group 
comes as soon as possible, 
and defends their position,”^ 
he said.

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Speeding. 
High-flying 
drivers 
targeted 
by police 

Edmonton police are warn¬ 
ing motorists to slow down 
as the number of excessive 
speeders caught continues 
to climb. 

EPS Staff Sgt. Barry 
Maron said an average of 
25 drivers are caught each 
month going more than 
50 km/h over the posted 
speed limit in and around 
the city. 

“It used to be kind of an 
anomaly,” he said Monday 
during a speed enforce¬ 
ment campaign on the 127 
Street overpass at Anthony 
Henday Drive. “But we are 
seeing more and more of 
them.” 

One example of a recent 
police interception was a 
BMW caught travelling 210 
km/h in a 100 km/h zone on 
Anthony Henday Drive just 
before 5 p.m. on Aug 9. 

The driver has since 
been charged under the 
Criminal Code with danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Const. Tedd Benesch was 
one of a few officers who 
stepped out to stop the car. 

“It took him a long time 
to stop,” he said, “to the 
point that we had to step 
out of the way.” 

There have been 162,374 
speeding tickets issued so 
far this year. Of the 25 traf¬ 
fic fatalities so far in 2012, 
police believe speed to be a 
factor in 14. 

Maron is hopeful the 
province will support EPS 
Chief Rod Knecht in his 
push to seize vehicles or 
suspend licences in cases of 
excessive speed.

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Sex scandal. U of A chair resigns amid allegations 


A psychiatrist facing an al¬ 
legation that he had sex 
with a patient in Ontario 
has resigned from his new 
job as department chair at 
the University of Alberta. 

Dr. Claudio Soares was 
hired to head up the uni¬ 
versity’s psychiatry depart¬ 
ment effective Sept. 1, but 
was placed on leave before 
he could start. 

The Ontario College of 
Physicians and Surgeons is 
investigating a charge of 
professional misconduct 
against him. It’s alleged that 
Soares had a sexual relation¬ 
ship with a female patient 
between November 2007 
and May 2009. 

At the time, he was a pro¬ 
fessor at McMaster Univer¬ 
sity in Hamilton, Ont., and 



also director of the affiliated 
Women’s Health Concerns 
Clinic at St. Joseph’s Health¬ 
care Hamilton. 


Ongoing investigation 


• The College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario 
issued a hearing notice 
about Soares on July li. 
On Aug. 7, it sent a public 
notification to other prov¬ 
inces informing them that 
Soares was not to be left 
alone with female patients 
during its investigation. 


• Documents also allege 
that Soares failed to fully 
co-operate with an investi¬ 
gator from the college. 


McMaster announced in 
June that Soares was mov¬ 
ing to Alberta, said univer¬ 
sity spokeswoman Susan 


Emigh. 

Jo-anne Nugent, a spokes¬ 
woman at the University of 
Alberta, said she couldn’t 
confirm when staff official¬ 
ly hired Soares or when they 
found out about the allega¬ 
tion against him. 

The university’s website 
says he visited the Edmon¬ 
ton campus several times as 
a candidate for the job and 
made research presenta¬ 
tions as early as January. 

Nugent said Soares was 
placed on leave the same day 
he was to start as chair. And 
on Monday he “resigned ef¬ 
fective immediately.” 

Nugent wouldn’t say 
whether the university 
plans to review its hiring 
procedures.

Police probe suspicious 
death on south side 


Found dead Sunday. 

Friend identifies victim 
as Tye Christopher Kaye

A 27-year-old man found 
dead in a south-side Edmon¬ 
ton apartment Sunday even¬ 
ing has been identified as a 
loving and devoted father of 
three. 

Reino Mislenovich said 
he got a call early Monday 
morning letting him know 
that his friend, Tye Christo¬ 
pher Kaye, had died in what 
police are calling a suspi¬ 
cious death. 

Mislenovich said Kaye 
was finishing up an appren¬ 
ticeship as a mechanic and 
doing good things with his 
life. 

“He was basically a guy 
who knew what he wanted 


out of life. He knew he want¬ 
ed a family and he knew what 
he wanted for his family, and 
then this happens.” 

Mislenovich said Kaye and 
his wife had separated, but 
Kaye told him the relation¬ 
ship was on the mend. 

“They were in the midst of 
trying to work things out.” 

Police have not confirmed 
Kaye’s identity, but have said 
a 27-year-old man was found 
dead in his south-side apart¬ 
ment near 28 Avenue and 
116 Street, and that they are 
investigating. 

“The deceased was found 
in his own residence and he 
was found by his two room¬ 
mates who came home after 
being away all weekend,” 
said EPS spokesperson Scott 
Pattison. 

Pattison said the initial 
call came in around 8:35 
p.m. Sunday as a weapons 
complaint. 

An autopsy is planned for 
Tuesday.

RCMP say the man 
was travelhng eastbound 
on Willow Drive in Peers 
at about 6 p.m. when he 
veered out of control ne¬ 
gotiating a corner and his 
off-road motorcycle slid 
under a westbound truck. 

The man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene, while the truck’s 
driver and passenger were 
uninjured.

A man facing extradition 
to the United States on ter¬ 
rorism charges was so calm 
when armed RCMP officers 
arrested him that he joked 
with officers about being on 
Candid Camera, a police au¬ 
dio recording suggests. 

Sayffildin Tahir Sharif is 
accused of supporting a ter¬ 
rorist group that took part 
in a suicide bombing in Iraq 
in 2009 that killed five Amer¬ 
ican soldiers. He was arrested 
at his Edmonton apartment 
by RCMP officers at the re¬ 
quest of the FBI. 

At his extradition hearing 
Monday, the Crown played a 
recording of a Jan. 19, 2011, 


police raid in which Sgt. 
James Greene can be heard 
reading Sharif the arrest war¬ 
rant numerous times. 

During the 20-minute-long 
arrest, Greene keeps advising 
Sharif of why he is being ar¬ 
rested and his rights under 
the law. Sharif appears to 
remain unruffled. “You guys 
sure you are not making a 
mistake?” he asks RCMP. 

Later, he asks, “It is not 
what they call Candid Cam¬ 
era?” referring to an old 
television show. “Not Candid 
Camera. Afraid not,” Greene 
replies. The U.S. charges in¬ 
clude conspiring to kill Amer¬ 
icans.

Guy takes on 
creationists 


Debate. Iconic host 
of scientific children’s 
program criticizes push 
away from teaching 
evolution in U.S. schools 


The man known to a genera¬ 
tion of Americans as “The Sci¬ 
ence Guy” is condemning ef¬ 
forts by some Christian groups 
to cast doubts on evolution and 
lawmakers who want to bring 
the Bible into science class¬ 
rooms. 

Bill Nye, a mechanical en¬ 
gineer and star of the popular 
1990s TV show Bill Nye the 
Science Guy, has waded into 
the evolution debate with an 
online video that urges parents 
not to pass their religious-based 
doubts about evolution on to 
their children. 

Nye has spent a career 
teaching science to children 
and teens with good-natured 
and sometimes silly humour, 
but has not been known to 
delve into topics as divisive as 
evolution.

No sacraments 
without taxation 

A Catholic reform group 
in Germany criticized the 
coimtiy’s bishops Monday 
for declaring that believers 
who refuse to pay reli¬ 
gious taxes won’t be able 
to receive the sacrament, 
become godparents or work 
in church institutions. A 
centuiy-old agreement with 
the state adds up to nine 
per cent to the income-tax 
bill of Germany’s 25-million 
registered Roman Catholics, 
earning the church more 
than $5.2 billion US annu¬ 
ally. The same tax applies to 
Protestants and Jews.

Spokesman 
Uba Mana said the women 
were allowed to proceed 
with their pilgrimage Mon¬ 
day. An agreement allows 
Nigerian women to perform 
hajj without a male relative.

Christians who view the 
stories of the Old Testament 
as historical fact have come to 
be known as creationists, and 
many argue that the world was 
created by God just a few thou¬ 
sand years ago. 

“The Earth is not 6,000 or 
10,000 years old,” Nye said in 
an interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press, citing scientists’ es¬ 
timates that it is about 4.5 bil¬ 
lion years old. “It’s not. And if 
that conflicts vdth your beliefs, 
I strongly feel you should ques¬ 


tion your behefs.” 

Millions of Americans do 
hold those beliefs, according to 
a Jime Gallup poll that foimd 46 
per cent of Americans beheve 
God created humans in their 
present form about 10,000 
years ago. 

Nye, 56, also decried efforts 
in recent years by lawmakers 
and school boards in some U.S. 
states to present Bible stories 
as an alternative to evolution 
in pubhc schools. Tennessee 
passed a law earlier this year 
that protects teachers who let 
students criticize evolution and 
other scientific theories. That 
echoes a Louisiana law passed 
in 2008 that allows teachers to 
introduce supplemental teach¬ 
ing materials in science classes. 

“If we raise a generation 
of students who don’t beheve 
in the process of science, who 
think everything that we’ve 
come to know about nature and 
the universe can be dismissed 
by a few sentences translated 
into Enghsh from some ancient 
text, you’re not going to con¬ 
tinue to innovate,” Nye said in 
an interview, the associated press

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Health officials monitoring 
fatal SARS-like virus

Global health officials are close¬ 
ly following a new respiratory 
virus related to SARS that is 
believed to have killed at least 
one person in Saudi Arabia and 
left another person in critical 
condition in Britain. 

The germ is a coronavirus, 
from a family of viruses that 
cause the common cold as 
well as SARS, the severe acute 
respiratory s 3 mdrome that 
killed some 800 people, most¬ 
ly in Asia, in a 2003 epidemic. 

In the latest case, British of¬ 
ficials alerted the World Health 
Organization on Saturday of 
the new virus in a man who 
transferred from Qatar to be 
treated in London. He had re¬ 
cently travelled to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and is now being treated 
in an intensive-care unit after 
suffering kidney failure. 

Health officials don’t know 
yet whether the virus could 
spread as rapidly as SARS did or 
if it might kill as many people. 


Hajj pilgrimage 


Saudi officials said they 
were concerned the 
upcoming hajj pilgrimage 
next month, which brings 
millions of people to Saudi 
Arabia from all over the 
world, could provide more 
opportunities for the virus 
to spread. 


• They advised pilgrims 
to keep their hands 
clean and wear masks in 
crowded places. 


• The hajj has previously 
sparked outbreaks of 
diseases including the 
flu, meningitis and polio. 


“It’s still (in the) very early 
days,” said Gregoiy Hartl, a 
WHO spokesman. “At the mo¬ 
ment, we have two sporadic 
cases and there are still a lot 
of holes to be filled in.” 

Hartl said it was unclear 
how the virus spreads. Gorona- 
viruses are t 5 ^ically spread in 
the air, but Hartl said scientists 
were considering the possibil¬ 
ity that the patients were in¬ 
fected directly by animals.

New disease

There are a large number 
of coronaviruses. Some in¬ 
fect animals, others infect 
birds and still others infect 
people. In humans, corona- 
viruses tj^ically cause colds. 

But a coronavirus was 
also the cause of the 2003 
outbreak of severe acute 
respiratory s 3 mdrome or 
SARS, which killed 44 
people in Toronto and about 
775 people worldwide. The 
new coronavirus reportedly 
causes severe pneumonia 
and kidney failure. 

To date there is no sign 
of spread to health-care 
workers, who often serve 
as inadvertent sentinels 
of the spread of infectious 
diseases. During SARS, for 
instance, health-care work¬ 
ers were disproportionately 
affected, catching the new 
virus from patients they 
were struggling to save.

Family of climber clings to hope 


‘Hooey.’ Clement denies using 
ghostwriter for town hall tweets 


The sister of a Ganadian cardi¬ 
ologist missing since an ava¬ 
lanche smashed into his climb¬ 
ing expedition on a Himalayan 
peak says she has no choice but 
to cling to the faint hope he 
will be foimd alive. 

Quebec heart speciahst 
Dominique Ouimet, 48, is 
among several people still mis¬ 
sing on Mount Manaslu, the 
world’s eighth-tallest peak. 


Officials say at least nine 
people are dead after the ava¬ 
lanche roared through their 
camp around 4 a.m. Sunday, 
while more than two dozen 
climbers were still sleeping 
in their tents. Rescue teams 
scoured the area Monday for 
six missing climbers. 

The doctor’s sister, Isabelle 
Ouimet, told Radio-Ganada in 
an interview that she had not 


given up on the possibility 
that her brother is still alive. 

On Monday, four rescue 
helicopters scanned the slope’s 
peak in search of the missing. 

By midday, rescuers had 
brought down eight bodies 
and were trying to retrieve the 
ninth from the area where the 
avalanche struck, police Ghief 
Basanta Bahadur Kuwar said.

But the minister took to 
Twitter on Monday to deny 
the report. “That’s a bunch of 
hooey,” Glement wrote. “Docs 
are wrong. I directed the re¬ 
sponses.”

Zombie bees hit 
Washington state 

Washington state has its 
first “zombie bees.” Novice 
beekeeper Mark Hohn foimd 
that his bees are infected 
with a parasite that causes 
them to fly at night and lurch 
aroimd erratically until they 
die. 

The Seattle Times reports 
it’s the first time the bee in¬ 
fection has been foimd in the 
state, according to tracking 
by San Francisco State 


University biologist John 
Hafemik through his website 
ZombeeWatch.org. Zombie 
bees were first discovered in 
California in 2008. 

Bee populations already 
have been dropping in recent 
years due to another ailment 
called Colony Collapse 
Disorder, in which all the 
adult honey bees in a colony 
suddenly die. 

Zombie bees also are 
being studied by Steve 
Sheppard, chairman of the 
entomology department at 
Washington State University.

3 men acquitted 
of murder plot 

An appeals court has acquit¬ 
ted three men accused of 
plotting to murder a Swed¬ 
ish artist who had depicted 
the Prophet Muhammad as 
a dog. 

Upholding a lower 
court’s ruling, the appeals 
court in Goteborg said Mon¬ 
day there was no conclusive 
evidence that the three men 
of Iraqi and Somali origin 
had planned to kill Lars 


Vilks in September last year. 

The men were carrying 
knives when they were 
arrested after inquiring 
about Vilks at an art exhib¬ 
ition where he had been 
expected to appear but did 
not do so. 

The court said the men 
may have been prepared to 
use violence against Vilks 
but found no concrete proof 
that they planned to kill 
him. Vilks lives under police 
protection after his 2007 
draiving led to death threats 
from militant Islamists.

Endangered species. 

Baby gorilla deaths 
raise fears others have 
been killed in Congo 


Endangered Grauer’s gorillas 
are victims of ongoing violence 
and a new rebellion in eastern 
Congo. A decision to allow oil 
exploration in a national park 
there may put the gorillas at 
greater risk. 

Virunga National Park’s 
Director Emmanuel de Merode 
said Monday that wildlife au¬ 
thorities rescued two baby gor¬ 
illas in the space of a week this 
month. 

Fighting between rival mil¬ 
itia groups is making it impos¬ 
sible for wildlife authorities 
to And out how many of the 
Grauer’s gorillas have been 
killed. Grauer’s, also known as 
eastern lowland gorillas, exist 
only in eastern Congo. Experts 
estimate that fewer than 4,000 
remain, down from about

Many of the gorilla's family members are 
usually killed to get the infant. 


17,000 in 1995, de Merode said 
in a statement. 

The poaching comes as the 
park itself faces oil exploration. 
Congo’s Hydrocarbons Minister 
Crispin Atama Tabe aimoimced 
Monday that the government 
is authorizing the British firm 
SOCO to explore for oil in the 
park, Africa’s oldest, created in 
1925 under Belgian rule. 

Virunga National Park, de¬ 
clared a UNESCO World Herit¬ 
age site m the 1970s, is the only 
place on Earth that boasts all 
three Afiacan great apes in addi¬ 
tion to elephants, buffalo, hip¬ 
pos, large antelopes, lions, leop¬ 
ards and a plethora of smaller 
animals and birds. Virunga and 
the SOCO concession encom¬ 
pass Lake Edward, one of the 
Central African great lakes that 
provides a livelihood for some 
40,000 fishermen. 

Atama Tabe told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that oil exploitation 
could help bring security to 
volatile east Congo, although 
mining of the region’s mas¬ 
sive mineral riches has had the 
opposite effect, with various 
armed groups vying for control 
of revenues the minerals bring. 

Monday’s permission con¬ 
trasts with the Environment 
Ministry’s decision last year to 
suspend oil exploration in an 
area of Virunga that is home to 
more than 200 gorillas.

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'Still too pricey' 


Facebook stock 
takes another dive 

Facebook Inc.’s stock took a 
hit Monday after an article 
in the financial magazine 
Barron’s said it is “still too 
pricey” despite a sharp de¬ 
cline since its initial public 
offering. 

Though Facebook’s 
stock has plunged since 
its May IPO, Andrew Bary 
at Barron’s said the stock 
trades at “high multiples 
of both sales and earnings, 
even as imcertainty about 
the outlook for its business 
grows.” 

At issue is the shift of 
Facebook’s massive user 
base to mobile devices. 

The company is stiU figur¬ 
ing out how to advertise 
to people who use their 
mobile phones and tablet 
computers to access the 
social network. Mobile ads 
must fit into much smaller 
screens, which doesn’t give 
Facebook “much room to 
configure ads without alien¬ 
ating users,” Baiy said. 

Facebook’s stock fell 
$2.20 US, or 9.6 per cent, 
to $20.66 US in itemoon 
trading.

Mortgage rules 
slow housing 
market: Report 


August figures. Sales 
drop occurred in 2i of 
28 metropolitan areas 
across Canada, says 
Conference Board 


Canada’s housing market ap¬ 
pears to be cooling across the 
board in the face of tighter 
mortgage rules that affect 
many first-time buyers of 
modest means, a new analysis 
from the Conference Board 
shows. 

The think tank’s snapshot 
of resales for August shows a 
widespread decline in sales of 
existing homes, with 21 of 28 
metropolitan markets regis¬ 
tering a drop from July, and 
16 of the markets showing a 
falloff of five per cent or more.

I was the only person who 

understood what an awful reality the monstrously long 
line presented. 

Didn’t the crowd of Party-Rock enthusiasts surrounding 
me realize the one-in-one-out policy meant they’d be go¬ 
ing inside roughly five minutes before last call? No, they 
were snapping Instagram selfies and seemingly oblivious 
to the chilly, just-turned-fall breeze on their inexplicably 
bare arms and legs. 

There is a certain kind 
of cynicism, or maybe we’ll 
call it wisdom, that comes 
with age that dictates just 
how long you’re willing to 
stand in line to go to the 
bar of the moment. I guess 
the under-25 set just has 
much more stamina when it 
comes to late-night lineups. 

Most people would agree 
that waiting in line can be 
a frustrating, anxiety-indu¬ 
cing and altogether boring 
process. But we tend to 
experience lineups in differ¬ 
ent ways based on our desires, expectations and whether 
or not we enjoy the company we’re with. 

In his article The Psychology of Waiting in Lines, 
former Harvard Business School professor David Maister 
examines how businesses and service organizations can 
improve the experience of waiting in line. Maister insists 
that it’s how we wait — not how long we wait — that 
counts. 

Lines we perceive to be unfair, unexplained or uncer¬ 
tain will always seem longer. Comparatively, queues that 
are reasonable, explained and predictable are much more 
bearable. Maister also points out that occupied time feels 
shorter than unoccupied time. This is why you’ll find bad 
magazines in the waiting room at the dentist and mirrors 
in elevators. 

Sometimes, lineups themselves aren’t just a means 
to an end, but part of the overall experience. Last week, 
devoted fan-boys and girls camped out at Apple stores 
around the world in anticipation of the release of the 
iPhone 5, a shiny new smartphone marginally better than 
its predecessor. For Apple fanatics, the communal experi¬ 
ence of waiting for the newest iThing is part of the fun, a 
shared cultural experience of electronic-device worship. 

Ultimately, lineups are inevitable and unavoidable 
— at airports, in emergency rooms and for every single 
public female bathroom in existence — but it isn’t always 
the length of the line that determines whether or not 
something is worth the wait. 

Unless it’s already 1 a.m. and you’re stand¬ 
ing (in heels) behind 50 people in line for a bar. 

Then it’s just time to go _

Valentine soundtrack — can 
there be any career goals left? 

“We’re just happy doing 
what we’re doing. Just being 
where we are now. There’s 
no goal to fill arenas or any¬ 
thing like that,” says Droste. 
“We don’t make that kind of 
music.” 

Droste admits that record¬ 


ing the band’s proggy-influ- 
enced new album.

Linda Wilhelm was only 
23-years-old — with a new¬ 
born baby and a two-year-old 
— when she was diagnosed 
with rheumatoid arthritis. 

The disease hit her hard. 
She would eventually need 
two knee and two shoulder 
replacements, a new hip, an 
ankle fusion, a wrist fusion 
and an artificial elbow. 

While her suffering has 
been more dramatic than 
most, her story is familiar to 
many. 

She bounced from doctor 
to doctor, and no one had a 
care plan for her. More than 
30 organizations involved in 
arthritis hope to change that. 
Last week, they launched 


a new national framework 
called the Joint Action on 
Arthritis. It is designed to 
coordinate arthritis efforts 
around the country, improve 
prevention and care, raise 
awareness of the disease, and 
strengthen research dollars. 
Wilhelm, a mother of three 
and a grandmother living in 
Midland, N.B., told her story 
at the Calgary launch, and 
was optimistic. 

“Fm excited to see the 
launch of this framework, 
so nobody will fall through 
the cracks in our health care 
system.” 

Approximately 4.6 million 
Canadians are directly affect¬ 
ed by arthritis, and many of 
them are young. 

“Within a generation,” 
says Dr. Dianne Mosher, 
president of the Arthritis Alli¬ 
ance of Canada and a Calgary 
rheumatologist, “the num¬ 
ber of Canadians with arth¬ 
ritis will double, to the point 
that one in four of us will join 
the ranks of those suffering.” 

In future, patients will 
receive care from a team — 
doctors, nurses, and other ex¬ 
perts — all in one clinic.

In nonlinear vignettes of 
brotherly, paternal and roman¬ 
tic love, his characters — who 
dig themselves into holes and 
then must grin through the grit 
and bear it — remind us of the 
power of self-preservation. 

While not explicitly present 
in every story, Yunior — aged 
five, 15,20 and 30-something— 
is at the core of them. As “the 
most awesome ex-boyffiend in 
the world” but a “terrible boy¬ 
friend,” he never comes out 
the victor in a traditional sense, 
but he proves to be a survivor, 
continuously learning from his 
mistakes. 

What are the roots of 
his indiscretions and inad¬ 
equacies? Diaz suggests that 
inrmigrating to the U.S. from 
the Dominican Repubhc 
and witnessing death at an 
impressionable age contribute 
to Yunior’s commitment-pho¬ 
bia. 

“Part of the art (of writing) is 
not to look at the most obvious 
answer,” Diaz says. “When I 
think of what’s wrong with 
Yunior, I think: make a hst of 
the things he’s lost.” 

That laimdry list — not 
linrited to losing his brother to 
cancer, his own youth to the re¬ 
sponsibilities that beckon after¬ 
ward and his girlfriends to his 
vices — doesn’t excuse Yunior’s 
flawed, sometimes chauvinistic 
behavior. 

But Diaz doesn’t judge or 
shame him for it either; rather 
he acknowledges that the per¬ 
son hurt most by a cheater is 
himself 

We sympathize with Yunior, 
transgressions and all. 

Through interrogative 

second-person narration 

and colloquial language 
peppered with Spanish, the Pul¬ 
itzer Prize-winning author au¬ 
thentically captures Junior’s cul¬ 
tural and emotional dualities. 

We get real with Diaz about 
falling in love — and getting 
back up again.

How did you tap into Yunior’s 
various life stages, which feel 
raw and identifiable? 

I wish that I could say that I had 
a secret or that it came easily, 
but what ends up happening is 
that I spend a lot of time steep¬ 
ing in my characters, steeping 
in their moments. 

And in fact, I always think 
that I could do better. 

Having written a charac¬ 
ter who repeatedly fails at 
monogamy, do you yourself 
believe in it? 

I think it’s (Micult, but I think: 
God, what isn’t difiScult? Given 
how easy it is in our culture to 
jump out, it makes that struggle 
all the more difficult. 

I think the debate is how 
honest we can be with our¬ 
selves with other people. Most 
of the time we just hurt the 
other person rather than talk to 
them. Don’t you think a lot of 
our views of the world are not 
very clear-minded, that we tend 
to be thinking from our place of 
hurt? We’re hurt, so we tend to 
have a more shrunk-down, im¬ 
poverished view. 

In your final story, you poign¬ 
antly say the half-life of love 
— the length of time it takes 
to let go when a relationship 
ends — is forever. Have you 
at least found an effective 
prescription for moving on? 
Heartbreak is one of our 
great challenges, and en¬ 
during it really defrnes our 
character. My feeling has 
always been, if you’re in pain, 
the only thing that you can do is 
feel it. hyou’re overwhelmed by 
loss, the only thing you can do 
is be overwhelmed. It’s sort of 
simplistic, but I’ve never foimd 
anything else that worked.

I won! Maybe you can’t fight 
city hall but you can fight 
battles (and sometimes win) 
against the financial services 
industry. Here’s the back-stoiy. 

My dear old Dad died in 
January at 89.1 am his executor. 
Because the estate was less than 
$25,000 in total, there was no 
need to probate the will. 

Dad had a couple of bank ac¬ 
counts, a Registered Retirement 
Investment Fimd (RRIF) and a 
small investment accoimt at 
Canadian ShareOwner Invest¬ 
ments Inc. (CSI) where he liked 
to dabble in the stock market. 

Dad also had a bunch of pen¬ 
sions and a small life insurance 
pohey. The pension and insur¬ 
ance people were cooperative 
and prompt as I went through 
the sad process of saying a fi¬ 
nancial goodbye to my father. 

I expected the same from 
CSI, RBC, CIBC and TD Canada 
Trust. An contraire. There isn’t 
enough room here to outiine 
all the time wasting mistakes, 
roadblocks, and bafilegab I ex¬ 
perienced. 

The institutions all had no¬ 
tarized copies of the vrill, death 
certificate, witnessed proof of 
my identity and a letter of dir¬ 


ection from me, the executor, 
about what I wanted done with 
his accoimts. 

Even so, I was asked to sign 
and have notarized various 
“internal” afiidavits in order 
to close any of his accoimts or 
make transactions. CIBC re¬ 
fused to open an estate account 
because my father did not bank 
there, though I have for over 
30 years. I could have gone to 
RBC where my father banked 
but after four significant errors, 
including an unauthorized 
$8,000 debit which took time 
and energy to reverse, I wasn’t 
going near the place. 

My lawyer, who specializes 
in estates, made it clear that 
CIBC had no legal grounds to 
refuse me, and the so-called 
“required” affidavits were not 
necessaiy. A follow up with the 
Solicitor General’s ofiice con¬ 


firmed his information. 

I dug in my heels. It took 
nearly four months to go up the 
various ladders. I could have 
given in but the patriarchal and 
intransigent attitudes in the 
financial industry got me fight¬ 
ing mad. In the end, I won. The 
b^cs and the Canadian Share- 
Owner acquiesced. The latter 
even waived a $150 fee. 

The moral of the story is 
this: If you feel something is un¬ 
fair at your financial institution, 
put up a fight—you might win.
